Industrial  Classification  System  (NAICS)  industry  codes.  Commercial  industries  are  included  as  are  several  in  the 
public  sector  (schools,  universities,  hospitals,  government  offices,  churches,  service  clubs,  etc.) 

12  Small  Business  Establishments  - Business  establishment  with  less  than  49  employees  and  at  least  one 
employee.  This  does  not  include  individuals  that  are  self-employed. 

13  Major  Projects  - As  of  June  2007,  a list  of  major  development  projects  in  Alberta  that  are  valued  at  $5  million 
or  more  that  are  planned,  currently  under  construction  or  recently  completed.  Project  data  is  obtained  from  public 
information  sources.  Updated  information  is  added  monthly,  print  edition  is  updated  quarterly.
